KING GEORGE STOKED 
ON BRITISH WARSHIP 


Amusing Incidents Illustrate British 
Methods of Handling Natives in 
Cameroons Campaign 
It was the cruiser H.M.S. Cumber- 
land which contributed not a little to 
British success in the Cameroons, and 
the story of its operations in that part 
of the world, tild in “Blackwood’s 
Magazine,” makes thrilling reading. 
There is also a lighter sidg to the 
story. One amusing episode was the 
employment of thirty natives—IKroo- 
men—who were engagec to trim coal 
in the bunkers. These men, to quote 
“Blackwood’s,” Lac to be borne on the 
ship’s books for pay purposes. “Some 
had no names, and othezs were bles- 
sed with patronymics which baffled 
the AccountantStaff; hence they were 
made to select “tallies” for entries in 
the ship's ledger. Undoubtedly they 
were assisted by the sailors in their 
choice, which accounts cor the appear- 
ance in our books of such distinguish- 
ed personages as King George, Lloyd- 
George, Jack Friday, etc. To see King 
George receive $1.75 as a reward for 
a week’s labor was the source of un- 
disguised mirth of both officers and 

men.” 


German Cruelty’s Reward 


Of great assistance was a native 
entered on the books as “King Bell.” 
It appears that at the outbreak of the 
war the native King of the Cameroons 
was imprisoned by the Germans for 
his failure to comply with some order 
issued which affected his property. 
By some means he managed to com- 
municate with the English authorities 
at Lagos, asking for help, for which 
offence he was hanged. With charac- 
teristic thoroughness, the Germans 
also hanged all the King’s male rela- 
tives they could lay hands on. King 
Bell was uncle to the king who was 
hanged, and the Cumberland found 
him only too willing to join the Eng- 
lish and help in criving the Germans 
out; for he was heir to the throne, 
which he would occupy 1 due course. 
As soon as it was agreed to take this 
monarch with them he was sent oa 
shore to collect a staff of guides, spies 
and pilots from thé natives who knew 
the country. The result of his efforts 
added another twenty to our ever- 
growing complement. 


Captain’s Ruse Worked 


It is mentioned, too, that a special 
inducement to the Cameroon natives, 
whom it was desired to tempt to 
friendliness, was the offer of tinned 
tripe, which formed part of the stores. 
It appealed specially to the native 
palate. An amusing incident occurred 
whe. an officer in charge of an armed 
boat was proceeding up a creek to 
act as guardship off a small town, at 
that time occupied by our troops. His 
orders were to insure the friendliness 
of the tribe which inhabited the en- 
trance to the creek and to prevent any 
news of the operations getting through 
to the Germans farther up. With this 
object in view, he invited the chief 
of the tribe on board and regaled him 
with the delicacy referred to. ‘:t3 ef- 
fect was the establishment of such 
mutual good-will that he insisted on 
presenting his host with seven wives, 
an offer which for diplomatic reasons, 
was accepted. 


BRAVE PETER OF SERBIA 


Flight of Aged Ruler Through Hard- 
ships Was Most Dramatic 

The Paris “Gaulois” publishes a 
touching account of the terrible jour- 
ney of King Peter of Serbia from 
Mitrovitza t» Scutari, in Albania. “On 
horseback and by foot, with ‘hree of- 
ficers and six soldiers of the regiment 
of the Guard as his sole escot, the 
King of Serbia, septuagenarian and ill, 
occupied seven days, in _ horrible 
weather in making the journey of 
ninety miles across the mountains to 
Scutari. At night, when the timo for 
rest came, the aged King was without 
a bed, and he contented himself with 
bread and cheese for fare, as dil his 
soldiers. The journey of the King 
across the mountains of Albaris. was 
a veritable epic. The little royal car: 
riage was ignorant of the road, and 
had no guide—often the only indica- 
tion that they weie on the right road 
was the prostrate body of a soldier 
wiro had fallen from exfaustion. The 
King and his compan.ens only had 
three Lorse. between th:m, and it was 
impossib!e to persuade K’ng Peter not 
to take his turn in walking. Ho reso- 
lutely insisted on walking just as 
much a; the others did, aud ov walked 
quite half the di:tance. During the 
day the party journeyed with only two 
short halts for meals. During the 
whole seven days the King had no 
hot food, and one day he was even 
without bread. 

“At night they generally succeeded 
in discovering the hut of some Atban- 
ian shepherd in the mountains be- 
tween Prizrend ad Scutari, and the 
poor shepherds lttie dreamed tl.a’ the 
aged, careworn gentleman who slept 
on the naked gro..nd and who left in 
the morning after a frugal meal c* dry 
and unpalatable bread, with perhaps a 
cup of milk, was the King of Serbia. 
One night, near Ciafmaht, the little 
royal cavalcade completcly lost their 
road, and darkneagy fell on them when 
they were on .. mountain without a 
human habitation in sight. Then King 


Peter remembered that he had a small! 


electric flashlight among his ..w pos- 
sessions. Happily he found it in work- 
ing order and this proved their sal- 
vation. By its feeble light they suc- 
ceeded in following a slightly beaten 
track down the mountein side, and 
after several hours reached a shep- 
herd’s hut, where they passed the 
night. The soldiers of the Guard 
several times waced through impetu- 
ous mountain torrents, carrying cheir 
King on their sho.:ders.”

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THRILLING EXPLOIT 
OF RUSSIAN SCOUT 


Individual Daring and Quick Think- 
ing Plays Part in War—Burning 
Bridges Behind Austrian Lines 


to the 


A Russian scout tells the following 
story of his successful exploit behind 
the enemy’s lines: “As I have a good 
knowledge of Polish I was sent to 
blow up some bridges in the Austrian 
rear. I changed my uniform for 
civilian dress and, having crossed my- 
self, left our trenches und crawled in 
the direction of the enemy's positions. 
On reaching the Austrian lines I sud- 
denly heard voices ‘o my right, so I 
quickly changed my course to the 
left, and succeeded in crossing a 
trench, from which one could only 
hear measured snoring. I ventured 
several steps forward, but was then 
unexpectedly met by a field patrol of 
fifteen men. The commanding officer 
(an Austrian) seized me, and began 
questioning me in Polish. I told him 
that I was an Austrian-Pole, and had 
run away from the Russians in Tarno- 
pol, as they had compelled me to dig 
trenches without any wages. 

“The officer told a Magyar soldier 
to take me to the staff of the regiment 
for examination. When the guard and 
I reached the depths of the enemy’s 
positions he asked me for a match, 
which I readily gave him as I had a 
box in my pocket. He ordered me to 
stop, and I obeyed. He then leaned 
his rifle against a tree and struck a 
Hght. With my left hand I grasped 
the rifle, while with my right I made 
a gesture as if I intended to blow my 
nose. I struck the man on the head 
with the butt-end of the rifle, and he 
fell down without even uttering a cry. 
Having satisfied myself that the Mag- 
yar was dead, I took off his distin- 
guished conduct medal. Dragging the 
body to the nearest ditch I laid it 
down beside the rifle, and continued 
my course towards the bridges which 
I was tu blow up. 


Fooling the Sentries 


“] wandered about for the rest of 
the night, and when it became too 
light to go on I lay down in some 
vegetable beds behind the ruins of a 
peasant’s hut. From here I was able 
to observe the country, and to find out, 
from the map which I carried, the 
places where the bridges would most 
probably be. I renewed my wander- 
ings at the fall of darkness. I reach- 
ed the first bridge, and saw the sentry 
with his rifle. On seeing me the 
sentry called out, ‘Wer Kommt?’ In- 
stead of giving him an answer I ran 
up to the bridge and threw four hand 
grenades one after the other, They 
were well afined, and the bridge, with 
the sentry, was blown 1 to the air. I 
ran on to the next bridge, which lay 
half a mile distant. The sentry was 
standing and_ staring at the other 
burning bridge. I flung a grenade at 
a distance of fifteen paces. It struck 
the man’s feet and both his legs were 
torn off by the explosion. Then I 
quickly drew the remaining four gren- 
ades, and the bridge collapsed and 
began burning. 

, Deserved His Medal 


“My task was accomplished, and I 
ran away as fast as I could, and 
reached the destroyed hut where I had 
spent the previous day. Soon I heard 
an alarm. Men on horseback fired 
and galloped in search of me, but 
luckily they just missed me. An hour 
after this uproar I crept out © my 
hiding-pluce, and eventually reached 
the spot where I was first stopped. 
This time, however, I munaged to slip 
past unnoticed, and, continuing on all 
fours, | soon got within our Hnes 
again. I was taken to the staff, my 
exploit was verified, and I received 
the St. George's Cross of the third 
degree.”
